Suggested Leaving Problem 
to States With U. S. 
Guarantees Against Inter- 
ference by Neighbors and 
Return of Saloon. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Mak- 
ing his first public mention of the 
eighteenth amendment. since his 
re-election campaign began, Presi- 
dent Hoover last night gaid his 
stand on the prohibition question 
had remained “unaltered” since his 
speech of acceptance last August. 

In that address he expressed a 
belief that “in order to remedy 
present evils a change is neces- 
sary,” and suggested that each 
State be allowed to deal with the 
liquor problem as it saw fit—with 
Federal: protection against “inva- 
sion” of one State by another and 
with the saloon barred. 

The President’s statement was 
made in a telegram to Edward C. 
Stokes of Trenton, chairman of the 
New Jersey Republican Campaign 
Committee. After 7:30 o’clock last 
night, White House officials called 
newspaper men back to the execu- 
tive offices to make public the 
President's answer to the follow- 
ing telegram from Stokes: 

“Representations are being made 
in this State that you have changed 
your position on prohibition since 
your speech of acceptance. Am I 
authorized to deny this upon your 
authority ?” 

The President’s Reply. 

The Chief Executive’s telegram 
follows in full: 

I am in receipt of your tele- 
gtam stating that representations 
are being made that since my 
acceptance speech I have 
changed my position upon prohi- 
bition, 

I would be giad if you would 
reply to any such misrepresenta- 
tions that my position is unal- 
tered. 

In that. address.J set.forth my 
conclusiohis clearly and unmis- 
takably. That statement is a 
matter of public record. It is 
inconceivable that it should be 
misunderstood. 

In his acceptance speech, Hoo- 
ver summed up his belief as to the 
“nature of this change” by sug- 
gesting “that each state shall be 
given the right to deal with the 
problem as it may determine but 
subject. to absolute guarantees in 
the Constitution of the United 
States to protect each state from 
interference and invasion by its 
neighbors and that in no part of 
the United States shall there be a 
return Of the saloon system’ with 
its inevitable political and social 
corruption and its organized inter- 
ference wtih other states.” 

Earlier in that address, Hoover 
said he had “always sympathized 
with the high purpose of the eight- 
eenth amendment and I have used 
every power at my command to 
make it effective over the entire 
country.” 

“T have hoped,” he said at that 
time, “It was the final solution of 
the evils of the liquor traffic 
against which our people have 
striven for generations. It has suc- 
ceeded in great measure ih those 
many communities where the ma- 
jority of sentiment is favorable to 


“But in other and increasing 
number of communities, there is a 
majority sentiment unfavorable to 
it. Laws opposed by majority sen- 
timent create resentment which un- 
Germines enforcement and in the 
end produces degeneration and 


crime.”

“ean go through the Congress and 
be adopted by the states, and the 
Democratic amendment can not.” 

Both parties are agreed, Mills 
said, that the saloon system must 
not come back and that “the dry 
states are entitied to protection.” 

“Both parties.” he said, “say that 
these conditions must be fulfilled. 
Therefore that represents the will 
of the American people. The Re- 
publican party provides the means 
of making good those conditions. 
The Democratic party does not.” 

Declaring the “National Demo- 
cratic party is dominated by the 
South,” Mills said: 

Control by South. : 

“If the Democrats carry § this 
election, who is going to control 
the Government of the United 
States? Let us not kid ourselves 
about it. The South. They are 
going to control the Democratic 
President because they nominated 
him. * . . The South 
won't just control the President, 
they are going to control both 
houses of the Congress.” 

The only interest of the South in 
New York City, he said, “is to see 
that we pay the bills.” 

The Secretary spoke at the Aca- 
flemy of Music. Mills said the 
“purpose and aims of the two par- 
ties are indistinguishable on prohi- 
bition, but there is a great and fun- 
damental difference. The: Re- 
publican. party proposes to reserve 
in the Federal Government the 
power to prevent the return of the 
saloon system and to protect those 
states electing to remain dry. 

“The Democratic party and its 
candidate are willing, while grant- 
ing to the 48 states the right to re- 
establish the saloon system over- 
night, to rely on the hope that they 
will not do s0....

The strike was called at 5 a. m. 
By 7 a. m. the police had taken 
over all loading points on bus, 
street car, subway and elevated 
lines as a precaution against. dis- 
orders. The police guard was set 
up after a few of the conveyances 
normally used to carry transport 
employes to work had ventured out, 
only to be met by a barfage of 
stones from strike sympathizers. 
Three men were arrested—two Na- 
zis and one Communist. 

Pickets Turn Back Workmen. 

Strike pickets were placed at 
transport terminals and turned 
away those workers who appeared 
Their numbers were 
augmented at some terminals by 
groups of unemployed seeking 
work. 9 
Complicating the situation was 
an unconfirmed report that the 
Stadtbahn workers were contem- 
plating a sympathy strike. 

Strike sympathizers severed the 
overhead trolley contacts on a few 
suburban street car lines in the 
early morning hours, leaving the 
cars stranded. Other street cars 
were stoned. No injuries were re- 
ported. 

Strong police squads were guard- 
ing bus garages during the day and 
were patrolling the streets, but had 
to mandle only a few minor scuffles 
up to noon. $e 

Strike sympathizers attempted to 
tear up street rails or block traffic 
with stones and sand at various 
points in the city. There was much 
comment on the apparent co-oper- 
ation for strike purposes between 
the Communists and Nazis.~ 

About 15,000 Employes Out, 


Berliners were tramping the streets 
in a pouring rain, doing the best 
they could to get about with the 
aid of cabs, taxis and bicycles. It 
was estimated this afternoon that 
the strike affected 15,000 employes 
of the company operating the mu- 
nicipal street car, subway and ele- 
vated systems. 

Crowded suburban trains kept 
running. In the course of the fore- 
noon a limited street car service 
between Berlin and Spandau was 
reinstated under the protection of 
police automobile squads. 

The suburban line between Tegel 
_ Heiligensee was not interrupt- 
ed. 

Wage Cut Causes Walkout. 

A month ago the transportation 
company proposed wage cut of 20 
pfennings (about § cents) an hour. 
When this met resistance, a cut of 
2 pfennings was made effective for 
one month only. This led employes 
to fear a larger cut was coming. 

The tie-up was complete despite 
the fact that transport workers 
falied to vote the required three- 
fourths majority for a walkout in 
protest against the latest wage cut, 
The vote was 14,471 for the walk- 
out to 3993 against. There are 21,-, 
902 members. . 

The “wildcat” strike was called, 
however, by a committee formed 
along political lines. The commit- 
tee was composed of Communists, 
Nazis, Christian and unorganized 
transportation association members.

DOCTOR TAKES OWN MEDICINE 
TO PROVE IT DIDN'T KILL; DIES 


Blamed for Woman’s Death, He 
Swallows Some of What He Gave 
Her and Collapses. 

By the Associated Press. 

MERCEDES, Tex., Nov. 3. — A 
Coroner’s inquest late yesterday 
disclosed that Dr. Humberto Radgi 
Garrido, 35 years old, fell dead 
Tuesday night, a few minutes after 
taking doses of two kinds of med- 
icine he had given a patient, Mrs. 
Lucinda Loya de Cantu, a young 
woman from Rio Rico, Mexico, 
who had died soon after taking 
the medicines prescribed. 

The Coroner held that the two 
deaths were accidental, although 
physicians testified that when tak- 
en together the two medicines 
could have caused a dangerous 
condition in the body. 

Witnesses at the hearing said 
the woman’s husband and. the 
doctor had Had a violent aiterca- 
tion after her death, the husband 
blaming the physician. The phy- 
sicilan seized the two bottles and 
took a dose from each in quick 
succession, to prove that the med- 
icine was not at fault. He died 
soon . afterward, e 

Physicians examined the ‘two 
preparations and said they were 
correctly made. They said the 
woman probably died from natural 
causes, resulting from her illness, 
and that sthe doctor's death was 
due to heart disease, possibly ag- 
gravated by the strain of taking 
both medicines at once. The doc- 
tor’s original presg@iption called, 
for doses 30 minutes apart.

The Rev. S. A, Berrie De-

new trial plea, five jurors had tak- 
en the stand and denied statements 
made by defense witnesses to the’ 
effect they had expressed belief, 
before the trial, that Berrie was 
gulity.

The men who admin- 
ister the law are far :more impor- 
tant than is the .machinery with 
which ‘the law is administered. 
Power Rests With Layman, .- 
“With the layman rests . the 
power to put this machinery in 
the handg of competent and honest 
men.

TO THE NEW YORK CENTRAL 


Jobs for 1500 Men If R. F. C. 
Grants $2,500,000 Advance to 
Railrvad.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 3.—A work 
loan of $2,500,000 by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
the New York Central Railroad 
was approved yesterday by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission and 
meanwhile the corporation author- 
ized relief loans of $145,748 for 
use in three states. 

The railroad loan, estimated to 
provide employment for 1500 men- 
for seven or eight months in re- 
pairing cars, now must be approved 
by the Reconstruction Finances 
Corporation. The I. CC. CC. an- 
nounced the loan would be used 
to repair 10,000 steel box ‘cars at 
an average cost of $150 each, and 
3000 uutomobile box cars at an 
average of $300 each. Alternatives 
authorized would be the repair of 
hopper and stock cars or locomo- 
tives. 

The destitution relief loans  in- 
cluded $121,567 to Georgia, $20,014 
to Missouri and $4167 to Nevada.

NORMAN THOMAS TELLS HOW 
HE MISSED REGISTRATION 


Routed Away From New York In- 
stead of To It; Decided Altering 
Schedule Would Cost Votes.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Nov. 3.«—Nor- 
man Thomas, Socialist candidate 
for President, here for a campaign 
address, last night explained why 
he failed to register to yote in next 
Tuesday’s election. 

Thomas said that early in. Sep- 
tember he expected to be in New 
York City for a day or two during 
registration week, but when. his 


schedule was completed it called 
for his absence at this time. He

He should have been an absentee 
voter, anyway, Thomas said, be- 
cause the last few days a situation 
has arisen which will take him to 
Milwaukee to answer the La Fol- 
lette support of Roosevelt and to 
further his own party’s congres- 
sional campaign in Wisconsin, 
which he termed promising. 

Thomas said this would be the 
first time, except .once when he 
was abroad that he had missed 
casting his ballot. He has been a 
voter for 26 years.

third period of 1932 overshadowed 
noteworthy gains: received by the 
Chicago Association of Cre¢c't Men 
in a survey announced today. 

While 3 per cent of the firms in- 
cluded .showed an increase. over 
1931, 95 per cent reported losses 
from the preceding year. Collec- 
tions were lower for 61 per cent 
and greater for 13 per cent; the 
margin of profit was smaller for 
45 per cent and larger for 14 per 
cent; 49 per cent had fewer orders 
on hand than a year ago and 31 
per cent had more orders.

Our opponents further claim that 
this great calamity was also due to 
increases in the tariff. Pacific 
Coast states can scarcely agree to 
this idea, because they themselves 
were among the largest beneficia- 
ries from these increases. 

Quotes Roosevelt on Tariff. 

The Democratic candidate stated 
at Seattle: “When this tariff was 
passed with its outrageous rates, 
these laws started us on the road 
where we now find ourselves and 
that is the road of ruin.” 


He further states: “Here on the 
Pacific coast it has had a destruc- 
tive effect in our Oriental trade.” 

He repeated at Sacramento, “I 
have called immediate attention to 
the tariff that has done so much 
to destroy foreign trade by making 
foreign trade virtually impossible. 
I called for consideration of means 
by which trade with the Orient, 
which has ‘so largely been de- 
stroyed, may be restored.” 

In the face of the facts no one 
has a right to broadcast such state- 
ments blaming the people. of the 
Pacific ceast. I may mention after 
that tariff bill- was passed our ex- 
ports to China increased from $80,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year 1931 to 
$93,000,000 in the fiscal year 1932; 
exports to Japan increased from 
$146,000,000 in the fiscal year 1931 
to $240,000,000 in the fiscal year 
1932. 

And even this is not the whole 
story. for if we were to analyze 
the effect of the decrease in world 
prices we would find on a quantity 
basis that our Oriental trade — is 
even larger than is shown by dollar 
valuation. While our opponent is 
ignorant of the facts, he reveals his 
hostility to the tariffs on Pacific 
coast products. 

Causes of Calamity. 

In fact, the true cause of the 
real calamity which interrupted our 
entry into the road of recovery 
some 18 months ago lies deep in the 
World War and its aftermath, the 
inability of Europe to longer stand 
the strain without enormous read- 
justments of debts, overexpansion 
of armaments, etc., which finally 
brought about economic collapse of 
$30 nations. In every quarter of 
the globe confidence, which.is the 
foundation of the faith on which 
the economic structure is builded, 
crumbled, business came to a stand- 
still;;- European institutions, with a 
hundred years of financial stabil- 
ity, collapsed; Europcan social or- 
der received such reverses that the 
whole structure of civilization was 
at one time on the brink of chaos, 
collapse a&d ruin, and we, alone, 
held the last fortress of stability in 
the world. . , 

The invasion of this army of fear 
destroyed confidence, sapping the 
defenses of our financial system 
and stifling our exports of goods 
to those nations, threatened to 
bring down our entire industrial 
and commercial structure. 

This was the new world war, a 
war of fearful and invisible ene- 
mies. Its spectral hosts, recruited 
in Eyrope and. gathering allies 
from every land; turned their final 
march of assault upon our shores 
and even upon our Pacific Coast 
states.

Waning of Faith in Politics 
and Government Creates 
‘Big Crisis, Former Nomi- 
CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 3.—The 

“central crisis of this campaign” 

is “the waning of that confidence 

in politics and government now 
conspicuoUs on-every hand,” for- 
mer Gov. James M. Cox of Ohio 


said in an address last night. “The 
one safe way out of our plight is 


‘to change—to throw out the man- 


agement which has brought us to 
this pitiable pass.” 

In aan address released in ad- 
vance for delivery before a Demo- 
cratic banquet. here, the former 
Governor Jaunched into an attack 
on the Republican national admin- 
istration after first dealing with 
State issues, 2 : A 

“The economic depression , now 
heavily upon us is only one, and 
the lesser one, of two crises now 
confronting us,” said Cox, who was 
the Democratic presidential -nom- 
inee in 1920. “The lost confidence 
in business we shal! sooner or lat- 
er, given reasonable common 
sense, regain. - 

“But preceding the economic 
collapse an accelerated by it 
there has been a yet more menac- 
ing development. I refer to the 
waning of that confidence in poli- 
tics and government, now conspic- 
uous on every hand, which once 
fully lost can never be regained. 
This is the centra! crisis of this 
campaign. Upon it turns the very 
perpetuation of our pdlitical and 
social institutions.” 

Says Men Are Ruled Secretly. 

Asserting that the nation “has 
fallen from an estate where. men 
ruled openly as men,-to 2 level 
where men were ruled secretly as 
puppets of powers behind the 
scenes,” the former Governor de- 
clared the people had reached the 
point where they “refused to sit in 
a game in which they saw the 
cards so stacked against them.” 

The coming election, he said, .“is 
a pivotal point in our national life. 
When men grow hostile to their 
Government they do not stop at 
that. When men grow cynica! to- 
ward poltics, it is only our own 
politics they condemn. There are 
afoot in the world other processes 
of politics, other forms of govern- 
ment. 

“Drive our people, as Mark Han- 
na-Grundy govermment kas done, 
away from our politics and our 
Government, and we drive them to 
other types of politics and govern- 
ment. Theat is the choice now ly- 
ing before tus. We hear men say- 
ing from the depths of their dis- 
appointment that democracy failed. 
We must turn to something else. 

“Safety Only in Change.” 

“Can we save the institution 
from which the pedple are thus 
being estranmgec¢? Thée one safe 
way out of otY Slight is to change; 
to’ throw out the management 
which kas brought us to this pit- 


former Governor the: 
charged the Republicans, through 
certain {dustrial leaders, with an 
attempt to coerce workers to véte 
for retention of the present admin- 
istration. 
“Even a8 some engineers have 
proved to be poorly prepared for 
the office of Government, so have 


ing a political speech * * * in 
an effort to defeat the will of the 
people for a change in thelr gov- 
‘ernmental management, directing 
his thousands of employes how 
toyota © © * 
“Suppression Attempt Dangerous.” 
“It will be'a disastrous day for 
this country if,. through coercion, 
fear and the use of money, when 
pecple are starving, they are .de- 
prived of their right to change. It 
is important that we consider the 
conditions which have brought 
about the will to change, but it 
is a matter of graver importance 
that we reflect upon the danger of 
trying to suppress the public will.” 
The former Governor said of 
President Hoover: 


“The man who had fed the hun- 
gry of Europe gave us the pledge 
that across this fair land poverty 
would never again cast its shadow. 
It was not a promise in the ab- 
stract. The specifications were sup- 
plied. The dreams of years were 
come true. On the strength of tha 
assurance money was. withdraw 
from savings institutions as the 
base of credit in the purchase of 
homes and farms. 

“Tn due time there came dis- 
quieting developments, but from 
the White House we were re2s- 
sured. ‘Two Republican Presidents 
calmed our fears, but only for the 
moment: Then came the crash. 
. « . Now the péople believe they 
were decived for political ends.” 

_ Tariff Economic Folly. -- 

After declaring that conditions 
under prohibition had § created 
“Other reasons for our. distrust’ 
and terming the Republican tariff 
2m economic folly, Cox continued: 

“The President can’t see, as the 
people do, the contradictions that 
lie before him. He asserts that 
our troubles are th backwash 
from foreign lands. Have we be- 
come mentally so debilitated as to 
forget that the Republican party 
turned its back on the rest of the 
world, that it abandoned our allies 
of the war and made an independ- 
ent peace with the enemy, because, 
as some of the irreconcilables put 
it, this enabled us to pull out..of 
Europe. ... 

“Now we discover that we have 
become prostrated by conditions in 
the rest of the world. In short, we 
have discovered we are 2 part of 
this planet, subject to its currents 
of bysiness and genera! welfare. 
Shades of Woodrow Wilson—if this 
is not a case of chickens coming 
home to roost, then I do not know 
the meaning of evénts. 

“In this connection, the Presi- 
Gent is confused in his facts, any 
man is apt to be confused who is 
mad, and there can be no doubt 
that the President is mad. He 
would have us believe that depres- 
sion overseas, involving, to use his 
own languge, 11 nations and 600,- 
000,000 people, is a new thing. 
The truth is that the depression 
. « « Started gmmediately after 
the war and has continued ever 
since, and the President and his 
politica! associates moved in utter 
Cisregard of what should have 
turned hearts of stone to pity. 

intensified That Distress. 

“Actually, with our own polictes 
we intensified that distress abroad 
whose reaction tpon oursélves, the 
President tow claims, is the source 
of our own suffering.” 

Taking exception to Republican 
claims that rehabilitation would be 
Ceiayea by the election of Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Cox said 
stch statements simp!ty renew “a 
question that troubled those of our 
fathers who insisteé upon a repub- 
Mic in fact and not a system of gov- 

rtmment that was half monarchy 
and’ half republic.’”’ 

Atter all, Cox said, the carrying- 
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Treasury) tells us the extraordi- 
navy governmental activities for 
current emergencies would suffer. 

“Let us see who are in charge of 
them: The general relief move- 
ment, Newton D. Baker, a Demo- 
crat; the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation,. Atlee Pomerene, a 
Democrat; the banking organiza- 
tion, Owen D. Young, a Democrat; 
the disarmament commission, now 
busy overseas, Norman Davis, a 
Democrat.” 

Cox declared that President 
Hoover. “has dealt largely with the 
superficial,” confining his whole 
argument to the “fact, as he al-

O.THE physician the eye is 
T. a window through which he 

might look literally to observe 
the inside of the body. 

To. accomplish this the physician 
uses an ophthalmoscope, an instru- 
ment which throws Hght into the 
éye. It has @ series'of lenses by 
means. of which he can magnify 
what is to/be seen, as well as to 


eye clearly visible, 

‘By means of the ophthalmoscope: 
the examiner can observe the im- 
mediate structure of the eye,.as 
well as the optic nerve and the eye 
blood vessels, 

The optic nerve and the retina,

In examining the eye with the 
ophthalmoscope, there is revealed ‘

brain tumors or structural change 
in the. brain, arteriosclerosis—all 
of these and many other conditions 
can be diagnosed through the eye. 

This is not.meant to imply that 
examination of the eye with the 
ophthalmoscope and its various 
structures can serve as a substi- 
tute for other forms of physi- 
cal “and -clinical examination, but 
rather that such an examination 
gives additional and valuable in- 
formation, 

Of course, the wvitiieimenbe is 
of value, too, in examining different 
portions of the eyeball, the cover- 
ing membranes, the lens, the dia- 
phragm-like iris, and the humors 
which fill the space in the eyeball. 

In recent years several valuable 
instruments have been developed 
which, . together with the ophthal- 
mascope, make possible very thor- 
ough and revealing examinations.
